- Among the matters to be brought before the city
souncil tonight for final action will be the bill regu-
Mating the use of explosives on.the Fourth of July.
Heretofore The Astorian has taken oecasion to com-
mend this measuse, and to say that it is a matter of
small concern that objection should have been raised
fo it because, perhaps, it may result to the commercial
disadvantage of some one.

There are numerous reasons why the use of ex-
plosives should be prohibited. Statistics show that
466 lives were sacrificed last year throngh promiseu-
ous use of explosives on the Fourth of July. Of the
total number 406 persons succumbed to lockjaw. Be-
sides the large number of persons killed, 39583 were
geriously injured, and so many less seriously hurt
that no record was made of the number. It will
thus be seen that there were almost 5000 persons
Killed or injured on the Fourth of last year.

The proposed law is not in any way ealeulated to
put a damper on patriotism. People may celebrate
the nation’s natal day without making fools of them-
selves or endangering the lives of the women and
ehildren who throng the streets. The death of one
Eittle child would not be excused on all the commer-
eial grounds which might be urged against the law
mow pending, and the counecil will fail in its duty
if it neglects to enact the ordinance. A man may just
as well run morally amuek with firecrackers as with
firearms ; and it should be the duty of the council to
see that he may be held legally accountable for hig

act,

ALASKA’S CHRONIC COMPLAINT.

The president has decided to send a personal Tep-
resentative, in whose fairness and sound judement
Be has the utmost confidenee, to Alaska to mvestigate
the various charges and ecountercharges which have
been filed by and against a number of federal office-
bolders, with a view to determining on the ground
the real merits of controversies which have heen
waging for years in the district, says the Post-Intelli-
gencer,

Assistant Attor
mey General Young appears to have these qualifica-
fions. e will leave for Alaska in abott three weeks,
and will spend the greater part of the summer in the
disagrecable duty to which he has been assigned. He
B quite likely to come away profoundly impressed
with the soundness of the tradition that there is
momething abont the atmosphere of the far northern
ferritory which is unfavorable to the eultivation of
veracity., But be that as it may, it is to be hoped that
he is a man of eapacity adequate to suggest ot least
& partial remedy, if not a complete cure, for Alaska’s
ehronic complaint.

But, fortunately, Mr. Dunn does not leave us
without hope, for he says the abnormal warmth will
endure for short periods, and that the heat will be
extended more into the fall and winter months. Hy
also promises relief from the hot spells “‘at inter-
vals,”” and that they will eome ‘‘more in thunder.
storms than in heavy rains.”

Well, there's nothing like knowing what to ex-
pect, for then one can prepare. The eoing season
should prove a blessing for the summer resorts, at
any r.atn.-——or_ rates,

DECREASE OF CONSUMPTION.

After all the years of experiment with failure to
find a cure for consumption, it certainly will be grati-
fying to the public to learn from eminent medical
authority that it is shewn by carefully prepared sta-
tistics that the disease is tending toward extinction.

The Boston Herald quotes from a monograph by
Dr. 8. W. Abbott, secretary of the Massachusetts
board of health, to support the claim that within the
next half century ‘‘the many sanatoria now peopled
by consumptives may possibly be filled by those who
are suffering with eancer, since cancer appears to be
steadily increasing, while pthisis is tending toward
extinetion.”” The Herald quotes from Dr. Abbott’s
tables and comments as follows:

““While the death rate in Massachusetts from con-
sumption per million of people was in 1902 1595, 50
years ago, or in 1853, the death rate per million from
this cause was 4,272, thus indicating a deeline in the
interval of much more than 50 per cent. To state
similar conditions in relative terms, the death rate
from consumption in Massachusetts for the decade
1851-’60 for each 10,000 of its people was 39.9, while
in the interval of a half-century our state has enor-
mously inereased in the number of its inhabitants,
actual cases of death from this cause are now no

greater than they were at that distant time.

““Another interesting fact brought ont by Dr.|
Abbott’s statistical tables is that, while half a cen.
tury ago the death rate from consumption amony
females was some 30 or 40 per cent greater than the
death rate from this cause among males, for some

“Of all sad words of tongue aor pen,
The saddest are these——Iit might have
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years past the reverse has been the case—that I8, |
dividing the sexes the number of women who now |
die from consumption is relatively considerably less |
than the number of men. This change has its eorre-
sponding parallel in the experience of England,
where deaths by consumption are on the decrease, |
and where an excessive female mortality from this
cause has now given place to a corresponding female
immunity, The differences in England have been
less marked than they have been in Massachusetts, a
cireumstance dve, perheps,“to the fact that the rate
of mortality by censvmption in England was lower
) years ago than in Massachusetts, while now the
conditions of relaiive mmunity are gradually ap-
proaching each other,
“The death rate by consumption among females
appears to be disproportionately large from the age
of 5 to the age of 20. Between the ages of 10 and
20 years the death rite of fomales from this eause
is fully twiee that of males, aud in g reduced degree
the same holds true of the experience of the sexes be-
tween the ages of 15 and 2. But after that age the
relative immunity of women makes itself evident,
Thus, while 40 years ago 1 any mare women died in
Massachusetts from consnm ption between the ages of
20 and 50 years, at the present time many more men
than women die in Masseehisetts from this cause dur-
ing these three-age decades.
““The ehief point in Dr. Abbott's paper, which we
think will be of interest to all, and perhaps of sur-
prise to many, is his confident helief, hased upon mor-
tality tables, that what has been —certamnly for us in
New England—the most murderons of all human
diseases is rapidly approaching its end.. We are
either becoming immune to it throngh evolutionary
processes or better hygienic conditions gre bringing
ahout their logical results,”
